The jury retired at 8:48 o'clock, at 
the conclusion of Judge Arnold's 
chartre. Afier the retirement of the 
Jury from the court room the specta- 
tors streamed out Into the corridors 
and eagerly discussed what the ver- 
'diot would probably be. At 8:45 word 
was sent to Judge Arnold that the 
Jury was ready to return the verdict. 

The prisoner was brought in and 
plaoed in the dock. He was as Impas- 
sive as ever as he took his Beat The 
court ordered Holmes to arise, and 
then, in reply to the question of the 
court, the foreman of the Jury pro- 
nounced the words "Guilty of murder 
in the first degree." 

The verdict was greeted with al 
lute silence: The charare of the judge 
must have foreshadowed what his fate 
would be, but the word guilty fell 
upon Holmes with stunning force. He 
made no outcry or exhibition of emo- 
tion of any kind— the blow was too 
stunning for neisy outbreak. 

He sat down, and, while the jury 
was polled each man answered to his 
name, and as each pronounced hin 
sentence, Holmes started vacantly be- 



HIs face was that of a corpse, 
was as absolutely expressionless as a 
mask Only a nervous twitching of 
the eyelidaand the contraction and di- 
lation of the eves showed thot there 
waa a living breathing mnti that sat in 
the docks. As the effect of the shock 
began to die away, Holmes hc,'nn to 
recover himself. He realised mat his 
attorney was making a motion for a 
new trial. 

The judge ssid he would hear the 
motion for a new trial on Monday, No- 
vember IB, and an expression some- 
thing like hope broke across his dull 
faee. Turning to the court officials he 
said in an eager whisper: "Monday, 
November 187" 

Theee were the only words he ut- 
tered. Judge Arnold then expressed 
to Mr. Rotan and Mr. Shoemaker his 
appreciation of how difficult (heir task 
had been. He complimented them 
that they had been able to make as 
pood a showing for the defense as they 
did. He Intimated that their with- 
drawal from the case wa,s a device of 
the prisoner. Judge Arnold then 
ordered the prisoner removed. 

Creryone actively identified with the 
Holmes trial, which ended Saturday 
evening in the conviction of Holme* 
for the murder of Pietzel, was gU.i 
when Sunday earns, and took advan- 
tage to rest and recuperate from the 
greet nervous tension under which 
they had labored for a week.

As it has been many years since the ad- 
mission of Kentucky into the Union of 
states, perhaps a description of a Bible 
that was bought years before the state 
was admitted, and bas been in constant 
use since for more than 100 years, would 
be of some interest, writes a correspond- 
ent of The Oreen County Record. Bob 
Jones of Exie is the possessor of this old 
It is a very large book, with 
heavy leather backs. It was purchased 
by John Sandridge while in Albemarle 
county, Va., and was brought to Oreen 
county in the year 1808. This ancient 
Bible, when brought across the Blue 
Ridge Moualains, was prized above all 
treasures, and was read by the assembled 
family at the close of each day, by the 
glimmering torchlight, as they journeyed 
toward their Western home. When 
descendant of John Sandrldge visits tbe 
old home from some distant county 

e old Bible is brought out, its 
pages reviewed with anxious eyes, es- 
pecially the old Sandridge record. which is 
taken from 1720. The record begins with 
Mrs. Elisabeth Sandridge. who was born 
in 1730 and died in 1826. whose family 
consisted of six boys nnd six girls, all of 
whom married and reared large families 
of boys and girls, who have married in 
turn to the fourth generation; conse- 
quently the family is very numerous, and 
is scattered over Oreen, Metcalfe, Adair 
and Cumberland counties, and, in fact, 
the population of many of the Western 
statis has been Improved by their citizen- 
ship. The members of this family adorn 
all the trades and professions. Tbe men 
are lawyers, doctors, preachers, editors, 
politicians, merchants, farmers, etc , not 
only in Kentucky, hut in many of the 
Western states; not only in Saline 
county, Mo., where, as in Kenucky, they 
are a decided force in all the honorable 
pursuits of men.
